State Supreme Court Upholds Jury’s Finding 
That the Man Was Dead, Insurance 
Must be Paid 


Virginia, Jan. 8— Justice Holt of 
the supreme court has affirmed the 
decision of District 
Judge 
Martin 
H ughes in the strange case brought 
I 
by Nathalia Swanson 
against 
the 
Modern Brotherhood of America for 
$3,338 insurance. 
There are few sim ilar cases among 
the court records in Minnesota and 
in many instances the disappearance 
resembles Enoch Arden, the charac­ 
ter of fiction created by Alfred Ten­ 
nyson. 
The case was tried before Judge 
Martin H ughes and a verdict render­ 
ed in favor of the plaintiff. 
D. D. 
Morgan of Virginia appeared for the 
plaintiff in all the cases and the s u ­ 
preme court decision clearly uplield 
his original contentions and the de­ 
cision of Judge Hughes. 
The decision notes that the despon­ 
dent was married to John Swenson 
in Sweden about 1889 and soon after 
c ame to the United States. She was a 
widow and had two children by her 
first husband. 
Sopie years prior to 
1900 the family moved to Brainerd, 
Minn., and remained there for 17 
years. 
W hile 
a 
resident 
of 
Brainerd. 
Swanson became a member 
of 
the 
Modern 
Brotherhood 
of 
America, 
with headquarters at Mason City, la. 
He was a woodsman in w inter and 
scaler in summer. 
May 29, 1904, he came from his 
work as usual and ate hts supper 
with his family. 
In the evening his 
wife stepped over to the grocery. 
W hile gone the husband put on his 
good clothes, took his satchel, kissed 
his children good-by. telling them he 
was going away, but he had said 
nothing to his wife of this purpose. 
The family has never heard from 
him since. 
He had six children be 
sides two step-children. 
No im med­ 
iate search was made for Swanson, 
the family believing he would return. 
W aiting and hoping was the wife's 
only course, and the court held she 
did not have to conduct a search. 
A man. named Gust Hoaglund. was 
brought into the case by the insur­ 
ance company, under the impression 
that he was Swanson, but Hoaglund 
finally denied being Mrs. Swanson's 
missing husband.

Section I. 
'rho occupant of e ach 
and every building and the owner of 
each and every unoccupied building, 
vacant lot or part of vacant lot, w ith­ 
in tile city limits of the city of B rain­ 
erd, shall remove or cause to be re- 
[ moved, all snow from the sidew alks, 
opposite such building, lot or purt of 
lot, before ten o’clock in the fore- 
I noon of e a c h and every day.

If any such owner or 
occupant, as aforesaid, shall neglect 
to so remove the snow 
from

sidewalks before the 
hour 
of

BILLCALLS F0RNEW CHARTER 


Measure in North Dakota Senate De 
mends Constitutional Convention. 
Bismarck, N. L>., Jan. 9.—Agitation 
for a constitutional convention to re 
vise the constitution of North Dakota 
crystallized in the state legislature, 
when a hill was introduced in the sen­ 
ate. calling for such a convention. 
Under the tennis of the bill, which

Conditions That Make Santa Cruz da la 
Sierra Noiseless. 
Amid gusts of Scotch joist and under 
heavy skies we drifted Inertly into a 
sand paved, silent, tropical city street, 
past rows of languid stares, ami on the 
ast afternoon of the year, with Co- 
babatnbit (ii town in the center of Bo­ 
ut la! 335 miles behind us. we sat 
Iou a dripping and sunburned in tin* 
en tin I plaza of Santa Unix de la 
■durra. 
T’lie capital of nil the vast tropical 
department of eastern Bolivia owes Its 
fame 
largely to its isolation. 
Far 
away one hears much of it; once there, 
he finds little. Like tile eminent men 
>f many secluded corners of South 
America, it is im|M>rtnnt only through 
the exceeding unlinpoitance of its 
neighbors. 
It In a city of silence. Not only its 
bare feet, but Its primitive ox carts 
make not a sound in the sand streets. 
There is no Industry to add Its strident 
voice, and every street fades away at 
ach end Into the trackless, whisper­ 
ing, Jangled montana. 
In this rainy season, which begins in 
curliest with Die new year and lasts 
through April, it had many muddy 
pools aud fiends, along the islges of 
some of which tin* streets crawled bv 
on long heaps of the skulls of cattle, 
bleached snow white by the sun. 
The larger ponds were almost lakes 
and carried the mind back to Kandy. 
eyloii. 
Frequently the streets were 
flooded deep for an bour or more until 
the thirsty sand hail drunk up the trop­ 
ical deluge. For these eventualities the 
town lias a system of its own. At ev­ 
ery street corner four rows of weather 
blackened lilies protrude a foot or more 
a Is ivo the sand, and along these step­ 
ping stones tin* shod minority passes 
from one roofed sidewalk to another. 
The houses Invariably consist of a 
large room, by day opening directly on 
the porch sidewalk, though the liest of 
them are rather bare in appearance, 
despite a small forest of frail cane 
chairs, black In color, as the liest pro­ 
vided Urueeno family Is not ricti by 
our standards.—Henry A. Franck, in 
Century Magazine.

of peace. If a war was raging amf the 
nation was in danger then almost any­ 
thing might be done, but to compel 
men to serve either in the army or 
navy when the country is at peace, 
save for the desultory affair on the 
51 exlean border, is asking more than 
congress will grant c 
tho people will 
stand. Having Just closed a campaign 
In which the presidency was carried on 
tho peace issue—carried by votes of 
women who were satisfied because 
their husbands, sons, brothers and 
sweethearts were not engaged iii war— 
it would be absurd for tho victorious 
party to try to put through a law 
which would compel those husbands, 
sons, brothers and sweethearts to en­ 
ter tin* military service. It will not be 
lone. 
Had Examples Enough. 
Tho members of congress have had 
examples enough. They have had trou­ 
bles galore in trying to get men out of 
tho national guai^l sendee who were 
sent to the Mexican border. 
They 
know that a distaste for military scrv- 
ce now* pervades this country. It will 
•e impossible to get the national guard 
regiments recruited to their full quota 
hereafter, because men will not want 
to be brought Into national sendee 
without their consent, as was tile case 
when they were sent to the border. 
As for the regular army, there will lie 
the same difficulty iii getting recruit* 
ns heretofore. 


Lack of Confidence. 
It may not seem so very strange that 
most people lack confidence in the 
“pact,” or whatever it may have been, 
that was agreed to at Atlantic City be­ 
tween American and Mexican repre­ 
sentatives. 
So far it has been inq>OH- 
slblo to secure anything from Carran­ 
za looking to the protection of Ameri­ 
cans in Mexico, and it is not to fie sup­ 
posed that he will finally consent to an 
arrangement that means the protection 
of the American border. 
Restriction 
of the bandits is not “clubby** among 
Mexican leaders. 


Philippine Agitation Ende 
A Democratic congress having decid­ 
ed not to carry out the declaration in 
four Democratic platforms to give Die 
Filipinos independence it is considered 
that agitation along that line might 
end. Although the seuute panted a hill 
for free Filipinos tile house with a 
large Democratic majority would not 
concur, d’he legislation wdiich was en­ 
acted will prove a very good thing if 
it ends all talk of independence. Cer­ 
tainly the sentiment iii congress is that 
nothing more should bo done in the way 
of agitating flu* Philippine question. 


President Wilton Ready. 
At the very first opportunity Presi­ 
dent Wilson is ready to offer the war­ 
ring I lowers bis assistance to end the 
war, but the president realizes that any 
such offer at this time would be an af­ 
front to either side. 
All fieace talk 
seems to be simply an expression of de­ 
sire that the war will end without any 
real reason to believe that it is going to 
end. Certainly our administration has 
no information indicating that the 
great struggle has reached a stage 
where either side can accept lienee 
proffers except on terms humiliating to 
the other. It looks as lf the war must 
go on for a long time. 


Looks Like Wetted Activity. 
Members of congress are at a lws to 
understand the energy and activity of 
the women suffragists at tills time. 
why they are getting so much publici­ 
ty iii Die pullers abd gathering in such 
numbers to make wdiat is called “an 
assault on congress" to secure the fed­ 
eral amendment for suffrage. 
It Is well understood that even if a 
vote could l*e taken the federal amend 
mcut would not puss. The Republicans 
are lukewarm where they were once 
in earnest because they say the wom­ 
en defeated the Republican national 
ticket in tho suffrage states last month. 
The Democrats may lie more friendly, 
but that does not mean votes for the 
amendment. 
And so the question is 
asked. Why tbB intense agitation? 


Splitting Hairs. 
Much time has been given in the. 
railroad heating to the constitutional 
q neat ions involved between the federal 
government and the states. Tho law­ 
yers like to split hairs ou constitutional 
questions. 
Hours were spent over the 
question aa to whether a i;overnment 
incorporated railroad would have any 
more rights than a state incorporated 
railroad. 
The final decision was that 
there was no real difference in inter­ 
state commerce, yet there is a belief by 
many men that government incorpora­ 
tion will cure all the evils of transpor­ 
tation and prevent government ow ner 
ship.

ALL SPAIN AROUSED 


OVER SHIP SINKING 


Madrid, Jan. 9.—Public indignation 
has been aroused through the publica­ 
tion of a telegram received by the 
manager of the Cartageno Navigation 
company confirming the report that 
the San Leandro was torpedoed by a 
German submarine. 
It was generally believed that tho 
loss of the steamer was accidental, as 
her cargo, being fruit, it was consid­ 
ered unlikely that she would he tor­ 
pedoed. 
The crew of the ship has arrived at 
Hendaye, France, where they made 
statements before the Spanish con­ 
sul, in which they said that they were 
twenty-six hours in an open boat be­ 
fore reaching the French coast. 
The navigation company lias sent 
telegrams to Premier Romanones and 
the 
minister of foreign 
commerce 
protesting against the sinking and has 
suspended the sailing of another of 
its ships, the San Isidor, which is now 
loading fruit at Malaga. 
The situation at the Canaries is de- 
scribed as grave by the latest dis­ 
patches from the islands. 
Only 233 
shills called at Las Palmas in the 
month of December as against an av­ 
erage of 700 for that month in normal 
times. 
Of the 233 only one was Eng­ 
lish and there were no French or Ital­ 
ian, a fact attributed to the presence 
of submarine* in the vicinity of the 
port; 
Commenting on these conditions the 
Kpoca remarks that Spain, without 
participating in the war, suffers con­ 
sequences, as far as the Canaries are 
concerned, almost to the same extent 
as a belligerent nation
